The consecration of the new sanctuary of the Mowatt Me¬ 
morial United Mehodist Church will take place on Sunday, 
March 22 at 3 p.m. Present with the pastor, Reverend Ira C. 
Keperling, will be Bishop D. Frederick Wertz, who will bring 
the message and conduct the act of consecration. 

The Mowatt Church, located at ported building fund drive fol- 


40 Ridge Rd., has been a part of 
the Greenbelt community since 
1946. Prior to that time, the mid¬ 
week Methodist worship services 
were conducted in private homes 
by visiting ministers with Sunday 
meetings conducted by guest 
preachers at Center School. On 
November 8, 1946 the Methodist 
congregation met for the first 
time in a small wooden chapel 
purchased from Model City on the 
University of Maryland campus. 
Funds for the purchase were do¬ 
nated by Mr. and Mrs. Alexander 
Mowatt in memory of their son. 
Lt. Frank G. Mowatt, a much dec¬ 
orated bomber copilot killed in 
his 31st mission over Germany in 
1944. 

In February 1949, the present 
four-acre site was purchased 
from the federal government. The 
“first unit" of the new church 
was built in 1955, This was to be 
the educational portion of the 
church, but also served as the 
sanctuary for more years than 
originally had been planned. For 
years, the building fund for the 
construction of the sanctuary por¬ 
tion had been slowly growing. 
Finally, in 1978, the building 
committee under the leadership 
of A1 Cousin and Reverend Clif¬ 
ton Cunningham, and with the 
help of many faithful and hard¬ 
working members of the congre¬ 
gation, undertook a maior effort 
to compete the church. By a

Many of the latter had been 
shocked by a Washington Post 
article the day before in which 
reporter Paul Hodge indicated 
that among several options for 
the park's future was a possibil¬ 
ity that the Reagan administra¬ 
tion might favor removing the 
park from its federal jurisdiction 
under the National Park Service 
and turning it over to the state 
or to the bicounty agency that 
hosted the meeting, the M-NC- 
PPC. Whatever comments indi¬ 
vidual and organizational speak¬ 
ers might have about the four 
proposed plans for the park, all 
seemed unanimous that the park's 
best hope was to remain right 
where it was administratively, un¬ 
der the Park Service. 

A strong round of applause 
showed the sentiments of the au¬ 
dience in the packed hearing room 
when New Carrollton’s Mayor 
Jordan Harding said his city fa¬ 
vored the park’s continuation un¬ 
der the NPS, Harding commend¬ 
ed the park staff as “fantastic in 
their cooperation with the sur¬ 
rounding communities.” 

Two or three speakers prom¬ 
ised to lead citizen protest groups 
and write-in campaigns to Con¬ 
gressional representatives if any 
effort were made to remove the 
park from federal jurisdiction. 
One Congressional hopeful, Reu¬ 
ben Spellman, declared candidate 
for his wife’s recently vacated 
5th District seat, spoke out in 
favor of continued Park Service 
maintenance. 

Throughout the hearing, park 
superintendent Thomas McFad- 
den made clear his interest and 
that of his staff in coordinating 
planning with the expressed needs 
and desires of people in the sur¬ 
rounding communities. When var¬ 
ious speakers commented on a 
too late notification of the March 
6 meeting to solicit responses of 
the membership in groups they 
represented, McFadden expressed 
his willingness to meet with such 
groups at times and places of 
their own choosing. He acqui¬ 
esced easily as well to the request 
of the City of Greenbelt, in a let¬ 
ter from City Manager James K.

Before any audience response 
was heard, however, park Man¬ 
agement Assistant James D. Han¬ 
kins gave a slide presentation of 
aerial views of the park. The pic¬ 
tures, taken by helicopter from 
every possible angle around the 
park’s circumference, stressed its 
singular value as a green enclave 
within what has become a wholly 
urban setting. 

The backyards of the Kings- 
wood Subdivision of New Carroll¬ 
ton form the park’s eastern boun¬ 
dary. The development of the 
Green way Shopping Center and 
the Golden Triangle along both 
sides of Greenbelt Rd. close off its 
northern boundary, and Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. and Good Luck Rd, 
bound it on the west and south 
respectively. The Baltimore- 
Wash i n g t o n Parkway cuts 
through the park itself, separat¬ 
ing the undeveloped eastern sec¬ 
tion from the portion used by 
campers, picnickers, joggers and 
cyclists. Each of these roads has 
become a major high-speed traf¬ 
fic artery, making access into the 
park more and more diffiult. Most 
of these changes have occurred 
since 1967. when the last set of 
proposals for improvements to the 
park were presented. 

In its current state, the park 
has several continuing problems 
that the proposed design changes 
hope to address. These were list¬ 
ed by Lillian Rummel, National 
Park Service planner: access lim¬ 
ited to one entrance (the Good 
Luck Rd. entrance having been 
closed off to eliminate high speed 
commuter traffic); safety and 
vandalism problems, especially at 
the group campground (the for¬ 
mer Camp Conestoga); rundown 
picnic areas, especially the Laurel 
area; double and contradictory 
use of the headquarters building 
as both a police interrogation 
post and a park information cen¬ 
ter; and trails which are difficult 
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playing in the center both Friday 
and Saturday. There will also be 
a large display of work by area 
craftspeople on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day. 

The 22Q.Q0G square foot Green¬ 
way Center was developed by 
Western Development Corpora¬ 
tion of Washington, D. C. The 
property was annexed by the city 
on July 5, 1979. At the time of an¬ 
nexation. the city estimated that 
the shopping center could even¬ 
tually bring Greenbelt at least 
$50 000 a year in. tax revenues. 
This estimate was based on the 
property’s being valued at 6 mil- 
pon dollars, (It did no* 
for inflation nor the increased 
property values since July 1979),

Page 3 CARES Rescheduled

The Metro E-line or Green- 
belt Line came through the 
Prince Georges County Coun¬ 
cil Tuesday with a secure 8 to 
3 vote, but its travels during 
the day were not as smooth as 
that margin would suggest. 
Representatives of the city of 
Greenbelt were informed late 
Monday that it was very likely 
the votes needed for the E-line 
were “not there.'’ 

Filling the front row on one 
side, a worried WMATA staff, in¬ 
cluding its general manager, Rich¬ 
ard Page, was prepared to walk 
out of the meeting if the council 
changed the recommended align 
ment. The audience was domin¬ 
oed by University Park residents 
each bearing a large -‘Alternate 
9” sign pinned to the shoulder. A 
small, but well organized River- 
dale contingent sported smaller 
red, white and blue signs: 

Queens Chapel Road, E-Route 
Yes." They filled the front rows 
on the other side. The three 
Greenbelters present donned the 
Riverdale tags. 

Council president Parris Glen- 
dening, leader of the fight for Al¬ 
ternate 9 — to realign the route 
through University Park re¬ 
minded the audience that the af¬ 
ternoon's business was not a pub¬ 
lic hearing and that they could 
not participate. He explained the 
proceedings — to vote on various 
segments of the alignment indi¬ 
vidually, to vote for the package 
thus put together and then to 
make additional amendments to 
the package, all as a committee of 
the whole. When all the problems 
had been resolved, the group 
< would reconvene as the county 
council to take its final votes. This 
process required nine separate 
votes. 

In a similar manner, even the 
WMATA board had tightened the 
funding screws: if P.G. opted for 
any new studies or plans (there 
have been 38 to date), the county 
would have to foot the bill. 

Individual Positions 

Only half the council members 
participated actively during the 
three hour work session, although 
all eleven were present for the 
entire time. David Hartlove led 
the fight for the WMATA staff 
recommended alignment. Willi¬ 
am Amonett warning council that 
“it is time to fish or cut bait," 
seconded Hartlove's motions and 
spoke in their favor. 

Aiding Glendening in his ef¬ 
fort to gain acceptance of the 
modfications asked by University 
Park residents was Gerald Mc¬ 
Donough. The two refused to buy 
WMATA’s argument that the in¬ 
creased costs associated with new 
environmental impact statements 
and development of new plans and 
the increased capital and operat¬ 
ing expenses likely to result from 


realignment could threaten the 
future of the E-line. 

Ann Lombardi took a middle 
position. She was anxious to shed 
as much light as possible on the 
decisions to be made, but not wil¬ 
ling in any way to jeopardize the 
line. She voted with Hartlove. 

Fighting his own separate bat¬ 
tle, Casula argued and voted a- 
gainst the E-line. After several 
votes had been taken, council 
member Sue Mills joined Casula 
and offered a motion to cancel the 
E-line altogether. They received 
no support. Outraged by their 
thrust, Lombardi appeared to 
speak for the other members of 
the council when she said, "In no 
way can I support your motion. 
Metro is a pipeline to development 
for this county, bringing jobs for 
our people. We need that shot in 
the arm. If we 'as members of 
the county council) cannot pro¬ 
mote Metro in the most positive 
way we can, there is no point in 
our being elected.’* 

The Votes 

The first vote proved to be no 
problem. Increases in both cap¬ 
ital and operating expenses were 
easily avoided as council voted 10 
to 1 not to move a portal near 
Ager Rd. Only Casula opposed 
the motion.

The real issue is not one line 
over the other but is Metro the 
best and most cost effective 
way to provide public transpor¬ 
tation for your tax dollars. I 
say it is not, and I am not 
alone. The Reagan administra¬ 
tion is also questioning the cost 
effectiveness of Metro. 

. , . their stations will be 
plagued with crime; and their 
transportation system will not 
encourage citizens to abandon 
their cars as it was intended 
to do.

was resolved with the second vote, 
a substitute motion to realign a 
portion of the route along Queens 
Chapel Road further to the south, 
then west to the B&O right of 
way, and a Riverdale station as 
requested by University Park 
residents. Glendening objected to 
what he termed the WMATA 
staff’s "resistance" to further 
change and denied that "insur¬ 
mountable harm’ would be the re¬ 
sult of the potential delay. He 
urged council members to "vote 
for the alignment which has less 
impact on neighborhoods." 

"If you accept this argument, 
you are voting to scuttle the E 
route ... I implore you." Hart¬ 
love begged of his colleagues, 
"you have given me the respon¬ 
sibility to vote on the WMATA 
Board, now give me something 
to vote for." 

Casula asknowledging the heat 
he has been receiving for his 
anti-Metro position, claimed to 
have received the greatest volume 
of constituent mail on the issue. 
In front of him lay a stack of 
correspondence, pro and con, he 
said was evenly divided. The 
stack included many petitions of 
support for the E-line from 
Greenbelters. He acknowledged 
that the municipal governments 
of Berwyn Heights, Greenbelt and 
College Park had gone on record 
supporting the E-line. He re¬ 
minded his colleagues and the 
audience that he has consistently 
opposed the E-line for Northern 
P.G. County, preferring instead to 
beef up existing commuter rail 
service in that corridor. Excerpts 
of his statement appear in adja¬ 
cent box.) 

The motion was defeated 6 to 5 
with Casula, Hartlove, Amonett, 
Lombardi, Koonce and Wilson in 
the majority. Casula’s vote here 
could be considered crucial as 
this was the only time in nine 
votes that Casula voted with the 
pro-Metro side. 

The variety of motions, substi¬ 
tute motions, friendly and other 
amendments provided interesting 
speculation for the audience as 
the tallies varied from 6/5 to 8/3 
with the names constantly chang¬ 
ing. The final vote of the county 
council showed only Glendening. 
Mills and Casula still opposed to 
the adoption of the original al¬ 
ignment for the E-line. 

"We’ll see you in court!" shout¬ 
ed an Alternate 9 proponent 
from the audience who had the 
last word.

Council Tends To Chores in Short Meeting, 


by Bill Rowland 

The city council, in an un¬ 
usually short meeting on 
March 2, disposed of its agen¬ 
da in only a few minutes over 
an hour* New business in¬ 
cluded two voting-related 
subjects, the proposed Lake 
Park Master Plan, rules of pro¬ 
cedure for city boards, and 
benefits for city employees. 
Cable TV also received brief 
attention. 

Cable TV 

Council took note of the fact 
that the Prince Georges County 
Cable Television Commission has 
received 13 formal applications to 
provide cable services to resi¬ 
dents. Five of these proposals are 
for the northern part of the coun¬ 
ty of which Greenbelt is a part. 
After a process of evaluation and 
public hearings, the Cable Televi¬ 
sion Commission expects to make 
its recommendations to the coun¬ 
ty council in July for the award 
of a franchise for each of the two 
parts of the county. 

The city has a copy of each of 
the five northern-area applica¬ 
tions. Those applications will be 
considered by the city as it re¬ 
views the proposals expected to be 
received as a result of the Request 
for Proposals issued jointly by 
the cities of Greenbelt and New 
Carrollton during February. The 
neighboring cities have given 
themselves the option of adopting 
a two-cities cable TV system, or 
of each adopting its own system, 
or of joining the county system. 

Voting Registration 

An amendment to the city code 
regarding voter registration by 
mail for voting in city elections 
was introduced for first reading 
as recommened by the city’s 
Board of Elections. The new rule 
would permit only individuals who 
are not registered to vote to ask 
for a voter registration form for 
themselves. In the past, persons 
involved in election campaigns 
have been able to ask the city 
clerk to mail registration forms 
to numerous residents who have 
not in fact been interested in reg¬ 
istering to vote. This practice has 
meant additional workload for the 
city clerk and added expense for 
the city. 

North End Polling Place 

With North End Elementary 
School scheduled to close its doors 
at the end of June, the council has 
asked the city’s Board of Elec¬ 
tions to recommend alternate poll 
ing places for residents who in the 
past have voted at the school. 

Lake Park Master Plan 

The city staff recommendations 
to council toward development of 
a master plan for Greenbelt’s 
Lake Park, most of which were 
presented in January, have now' 
been completed by addition of the 
staff’s proposals for vehicle and 
pedestrian entrance to the park. 

The staff considered a number 
of alternative locations for the 
vehicle entrance from Crescent 
Road, ranging from a position op¬ 
posite Ridge Road to one opposite 
Lastner Lane. The final proposal, 
in agreement with the recommen¬ 
dation of City Engineer John Em 
ler, is that the entrance stay at 
about its present location but be 
improved to provide better flow 
and separation of traffic and a 
more attractive appearance. 

The recommended design would 
lessen the sharpness of the turn 
that eastbound motorists have to 
make when turning right into the 
park. It would also add one or 
two landscaped traffic islands to 
separate incoming and outgoing 
vehicles. Ornamental landscaping 
would be placed on either side of 
the entrance. The unsightly dirt 
shoulder area east of the en¬ 


trance would be eliminated, and 
the telephone booth now in that 
area would be relocated to a point 
beside the lake parking lot. 

The staff has also proposed an 
improved pedestrian entrance to 
the park, to be located opposite 
Lastner Lane and making use of 
an existing path which follows an 
old roadway into the park. The 
staff considered a pedestrian un¬ 
derpass under Crescent Road but 
rejected that idea because of de¬ 
sign problems and high cost. 

City council referred the addi¬ 
tional staff recommendations re¬ 
garding the Lake Park to the 
city’s Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board and the Advisory 
Planning Board. Council plans to 
hold a public hearing on the en¬ 
tire Lake Park Master Plan pro¬ 
posal, probably within the next 
month or so 

Rules of Procedure 

Council had noted recently that 
not all city advisory boards and 
committees have adopted stand¬ 
ing rules of procedure. Council 
had agreed that each board and 
committee should have at least 
some general guiding rules to gov¬ 
ern the conduct of its business. 
An ordinance was therefore in¬ 
troduced which will pertain to 
any city board or committee, 
whether or not it already has es¬ 
tablished rules of procedure. 

The proposed ordinance pro¬ 


vides that in the absence of a 
standing rule to govern a proce¬ 
dural matter, “the customary 
rules of procedure established by 
approved practice— in American 
parliamentary bodies shall be fol¬ 
lowed.” The ordinance also pro¬ 
vides that the board or committee 
chairperson will normally decide 
procedural issues, but leaves room 
for the board or committee mem¬ 
bers present to make the decision. 

Administrative Leave 

The question of granting ad 
ministrative leave to city employ¬ 
ees injured on the job has been a 
recurrent problem for both the 
city manager and the council, 
both in terms of whether to grant 
and how much to grant. A resolu¬ 
tion introduced by council is in¬ 
tended to relieve at least part of 
the difficulty. 

Present city policy provides 
that the city manager may grant 
up to 30 days administrative leave 
to an employee unable to work 
because of on-the-job injury and 
further provides that the city 
council may approve additional 
administrative leave in excess of 
the original 30 days. 

Under the proposed resolution, 
council would grant additional ad¬ 
ministrative leave only if the job- 
injured employee is in a medical 
institution, or if the employee has 
injury-related expenses not cov 
ered by workmen’s compensation.

Sick Leave 

Assistant City Manager Dennis 
Piendak reported to council on a 
procedure whereby the city can 
exclude from social security de¬ 
ductions the sick leave pay of an 
employee who is ill.

Utopia’s “Wait Until Dark” Provides “!! ^±1 
Engrossing Evening for Small Charge

The setting for the current thriller, “Wait Until Dark/’ 
which is playing through March 29 at the Utopia Theatre, is 
almost as important as the characters themselves. In the 
Greenwich Village basement, staged impressively by designer 
Tom Schreiber, various pieces of kitchen equipment and light¬ 
ing fixtures, switches, and a fuse box have their own roles to 
play. The “dark” of the title is in part artificial. 

The plot concerns a blind young source of light, so that it burned 


woman, Susy Hendrix, whose life 
becomes entangled with three 
gangster figures when her hus¬ 
band naively agrees to transport 
a doll from a Toronto woman to 
a supposed little girl in New York 
City. The doll, as we learn early 
in the complicated plot, contains 
a packet of heroin destined for 
the big-city market. How blind 
Susy, with the aid of a little girl 
in the apartment upstairs, is able 
to outguess the three intruders 
and protect herself in an element 
in which her blindness is an as¬ 
set instead of a handicap is the 
story of the play. 

At the Greenbelt Players’ per 
formance on Saturday night, 
March 14 the role of the inventive 
Suzy was convincingly played by 
Claudia Schreiber. As she groped 
for light switches and stumbled 
across unexpected objects on the 
floor, one could well believe that 
she could not see. Craig Mooring, 
in the demanding role pf Harry 
Ruat, Jr,, moved easily among 
several different dialect charac¬ 
ters he impersonated at Susy’s 
expense, and Melissa Levine was 
effective as the independent and 
assertive child, Gloria. 

Marty Harris, as Sgt. Carlino. 
and John Jacobs, who played 
Mike Talman, gave acceptable 
performances. Michael Schreiber. 
a.s Susy’s husband, Sam, was. un¬ 
fortunately, not always audible in 
his small role. 

Special note should be made of 
the stage crew, who with one ex¬ 
ception managed all the compli 
vated lighting cues with singular 
attentiveness. 

But at the Saturday night per¬ 
formance, one important piece of 
the stage lighting created a seri 
ous problem for at least several 
members of the audience. This 
was when Susy, apparently inad¬ 
vertently, turned up a gooseneck 
l.* mp, which was the stage’s sole

directly into the eyes of the audi¬ 
ence. We found ourselves having 
to shade our eyes with our pro¬ 
grams, which blotted out signifi¬ 
cant pieces of action. In fact, at 
the play’s end we were neither 
able to see nor to hear just what 
had happened at the crucial mo¬ 
ment. We trust that this prob¬ 
lem will not recur in later per¬ 
formances. 

The Greenbelt Players provide 
an engrossing evening for a mod 
est charge. On the evening when 
I saw it, it was not as sinister as 
perhaps it should be in the tens¬ 
est moments, but it was otherwise 
fast-paced and well directed by 
Angela Schreiber and Lou Chad¬ 
wick. 

Other performances are sched 
uled for Friday and Saturday. 
March 20 and 21, 27 and 28 and 
Sunday, March 29. Bruce Flesh- 
man is double-cast as Mike Tal 
man, Kenny Holl as Sam Hen¬ 
drix, and Efrat Levi as Gloria.

At its regular meeting of February 23, 1981, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Reso¬ 
lution Number 1981-2 (Resolution No. 469); and the follow¬ 
ing Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amend¬ 
ment; 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1981-2 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 
OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARY¬ 
LAND (1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPOR¬ 
ATION-MUNICIPAL”, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 OF 
THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT. BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS SECTION 12, TITLE “EMPLOYEE RELA¬ 
TIONS BOARD”, TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT 
OF FIVE MEMBERS, THEIR SUCCESSION AND REMOV¬ 
AL; AND TO PROVIDE FOR QUORUM, PROCEDURE, AND 
POWERS OF THE BOARD 

The above charter amendment shall become and be con¬ 
sidered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land, according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects 
to be effective and observed as such, upon the 14th day of 
April, 1981, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage 
which shall be the 4th day of April, 1981, there shall be pre¬ 
sented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or 
mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum 
signed by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified 
to vote in the general election of the City of Greenbelt, re¬ 
questing that the abbve Charter amendment be submit¬ 
ted on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt.

to patrol. 

While trying to address these 
problems, Hummel stressed, park 
planners were aware of commu¬ 
nity opposition to any elaborate 
development of the facility. Thus 
the three proposed new alterna¬ 
tives involve only minimal, low- 
scale changes. No recreational fa¬ 
cilities like the golf course once 
proposed and strongly opposed lo¬ 
cally have been included. Option 
t calls for no change from the 
present design and maintenance 
functions. 

Speaking for the New Carroll¬ 
ton city council, Mayor Harding 
v favored alternative 3, which pro¬ 
poses development of a picnic 
area and ball fields in the park's 
eastern section. But Kingswood 
residents John Ceci and David 
Cartier strongly opposed that op¬ 
tion, as did College Park resident 
Clara Goin, of the Prince Georges 
Environmental Coalition. Several 
other speakers felt that providing 
ball fields for the recreational use 
of their own residents should be 
the responsibility of individual 
municipalities. 

Design features that drew fa¬ 
vorable attention were a proposal 
for a stable for rangers' horses to 
make easier the task of patrolling 
park trails, a suggestion to pro¬ 
vide vehicular access off Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. instead of the heavily 
trafficked Greenbelt Rd. and Good 
Luck Rd., maintaining a group 
camp ground but moving it from 
the difficult-to-monitor south¬ 
ern corner, and opening of a cul¬ 
vert access under the B-W Park¬ 
way to the eastern portion of the 
park. 

Other speakers favored more 
nature trails and bicycle trails, a 
nature center off Good Luck Rd. 
in the park's eastern section, and 
an amphitheatre in the bulldozed 
area at the south end of the Jae¬ 
ger tract where Westchester Park 
is located. Several approved a 
proposal to close off Park Center 
Rd. in the middle as a bicycle 
trail, allowing access to the camp¬ 
ground only from Good Luck Rd. 
and into the picnic area only 
from Greenbelt Rd. Others oppos¬ 
ed such changes, desiring only 
improved maintenance for what 
is already in place, In any case, 
all seemed to concur with a de¬ 
scription of the park by Green- 
belter Bruce Bowman—that it is 
- ‘a very necessary facility."

Crime Prevention in GH1

‘We’re not asking you to be 
afraid, but to be aware," was the 
message of Officer Chuck Wat¬ 
kins, speaking to a small but in¬ 
terested group of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. residents. The occa¬ 
sion was a recent crime preven¬ 
tion program sponsored by the 
Greenbelt City Police Department 
and GHI. Officer Watkins spoke 
about the importance of being ob¬ 
servant, knowing the community 
and neighbors, and taking the 
time to notify the police depart¬ 
ment if one suspects something is 
wrong. The community must be 
involved to successfully reduce 
crime. 

Officer Dave Fulghum demon¬ 
strated the best kind of locks for 
doors—double bolt—and how to 
use a 10-penny nail driven into a 
window at a 10-degree angle to 
provide an inexpensive locking 
device for a window. He said case¬ 
ment windows were virtually im¬ 
possible to secure. There were 
also questions for GHI manage¬ 
ment. These concerned the types 
of replacement locks GHI is cur¬ 
rently using, would GHI staff 
still have access when double key 
locks are used, who has access to 
the pass keys for GHI homes, 
what system of identification for 
workers involved in rehabilitation 
is in place, and others. These 
questions have been submitted to 
GHI and the answers will appear 
ir. the first edition of the GHI 
newsletter to be published shortly. 
Other questions on crime preven¬ 
tion can be submitted to Dennis 
Lewis. Coordinator Member Ser¬ 
vices, GHI. 

Police Blotter 

As a result of investigation, 
two more cases of breaking and 
entering were closed with the ar¬ 
rest of two local juveniles.

A short agenda and absence of controversial issues brought 
the March 12 meeting of the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meet¬ 
ing to a 10:30 adjournment. The board approved a revised 
loan commitment with the Maryland Community Development 
Administration (CDA), clearing the way for closing on the loan 
in April. A number of administrative matters were handled 
and a comprehensive report from the Ad Hoc Committee on Re¬ 
habilitation Complaints was presented- 

CDA Loan Electric Conversion Evaluation 

Manager Ken Kopstein deserib- Director Curtis, who served as 
ea the minor modifications to the Chairperson of the Ad Hoc Elec- 


loan agreement which CDA has 
agreed to and which he recom¬ 
mended the board approve. These 
modifications include a change in 
the term of the loan from 20 years 
to up to 30, provision of certain 
management reports to CDA, and a 
requirement that GHI maintain 
at least 20 percent of the housing 
units available for occupancy by 
individuals of low or moderate 
income. If it is determined that 
GHI homes are “owner-occupied” 
some of the requirements associ¬ 
ated with the latter provision may 
be waived. Kopstein then men¬ 
tioned the six houses which GHI 
owns and rents and recommended 
that GHI consider selling these 
properties to the current tenants 
or others. Director Hogensen 
asked how long the tenants had 
occupied these houses and ex¬ 
pressed concern over their will¬ 
ingness or ability to purchase. 
Others suggested many different 
methods of selling and financing 
and the final decision was that 
management would explore this 
issue with the present tenants and 
report to the board. 

Rehabilitation Complaints 

Susan Gervasi read the report 
of the Ad Hoc Committee on Re¬ 
habilitation Complaints. Its com¬ 
plaints were in three areas: con¬ 
duct of workers; sump pump 
problems; and inaction, slow ac¬ 
tion, or inadequate work. Instal¬ 
lation of showers in non-water- 
proofed bathrooms was also 
questioned. D. A. Davis, Rehabili¬ 
tation Project Director, will re¬ 
spond to the committee in writ¬ 
ing by the next meeting. At this 
time, several members comment¬ 
ed on work well done. 

Director Curtis moved that a 
weekly rehabilitation complaint 
report be prepared and that it 
show what action has been taken 
on each complaint. The com¬ 
plaints would remain on this cu¬ 
mulative listing until the board is 
satisfied. This motion passed. 
Staff Architect, Stan Sersen, sug¬ 
gested a standardized form for 
recording each complaint, and 
manager Kopstein mentioned that 
a perpetual log is now in place in 
the trailer for recording com¬ 
plaints as they are made.
